temper,  her  gentleness  to  servants,  and  condc 
scensioii  to  inferiors,  her  disposition  to  promote 
the  happiness  of  others,  her  filial  uHection,  and 
her  humble  piety.  But  the  foiegoing  e.xtructs 
are  siifiicient  for  tills  purpose,  and  .any  addition 
would  only  be  an  accumulalioa  of  evidence, 
where  it  is  not  needed. 

In  the  year  1821,  October  25tu,  she  was  mar¬ 
ried  to  Dr.  H.  W.  T’abh,  of  (Gloucester.

friends  and  relativc.s  saw  that  a  vacancy  had  been 
created  in  their  circle,  which  no  one  could  fill. 

T  he  indulgence  of  your  rc.uK  rs  is  solicited, 
to  a  few  reflections,  wliich  the  above  extracts, 
and  some  accjnainlance  with  the  writer  of  them, 
have  suggested.

useful,  wliile  there  are  anv,  to  whom  these 
epithets  are  inapproprlute,  still  left  to  become  a 
prey  ' 

We  would  not  made  these  inejniries  in  a  tone 
of  quenilons  complaint,  nor  would  we  question 
for  a  moment  the  nnhoiinded  wisdom  of  the  In¬ 
finite  I’nderslanding,  nor  our  ovvr  oblig‘»tion  lo 
unlimited  submission.  “  TTiy  will  be  done  on 
earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven,”  we  would  over  make 
the  praver  of  oiir  hearts,  as  well  .is  the  language 
of  our  lips.  Nor  is  it  intended  foHv  to  answer 
tliose  inquiries.  No  doiiljt  those  afflictive  dis- 
’leiisations  are  intended  lo  touch  us  the  impor- 
t  lice  of  acquiescence  In  idl  God’s  purposes  ;  to 
lead  us  to  the  consideration  of  t.i  ■  ilty  of  our 
own  state,  and  to  a  eorr.  spon.'v  i  p.-eparat.on 
lor  futurity  ;  to  show  us,  that  our  best  acquire¬ 
ments,  it  imsanctified,  are  comparabveiy  u.scless; 
to  ilhi  tiute  l.)  us  the  iieeossltv  » *•'  loving  God 
.i')Ov4-*  .ili  diing,,  ..IK.  of  ne.'Ag  weiing  lo 

yieltl  to  him  the  de;.rc^t  o'ljci  t  of  <»ni  regard. 
Were  It  the  comparatively  insignificant  only, 
who  are  called  hence  in  early  life ;  were  it 
those  onlv  who  luave  been  distinguished  by  no 
excellencies,  whose  w’Dilh  h.ad  never  excited 
the  esteem,  or  lovelino'.  >,  the  interest  and  admira¬ 
tion,  of  friends  and  acquaintance ;  much  of  the 
practical  efficacy  which  it  is  intended  that  such 
deaths  shall  produce,  would  he  lost  upon  society. 
While  Uachel  weeps  the  more  bitterly  for  her 
children,  in  proportion  as  she  knows  and  esti- 
m.ates  their  virtues,  let  her  remember,  that  it  is 
these  very  virtues  which  make  submission  the 
more  acceptable,  and  the  sacrifice  more  bene¬ 
ficial. 

“  riie  rigliteoiis,”  vve  are  taught,  “are  taken 
awav  from  evil  to  cotne,”  But  it  is  not  proh.a- 
hle,  that  this  is  tlie  only,  or  indeed  even  the 
chief  cause  of  their  ri'inov.al,  .No  doubt  the 
wise  Disposer  of  events  intends  to  make  them 
iisoful  in  a  Ivotter  world  than  this.  If  “he 
maketh  his  angels  spirits,  and  his  ministers  a 
flame  of  fire  if  he  uses  the  glorious  inhahi- 
tants  of  heaven,  to  elfect  the  purposes  of  his 
providence;  ceitainlv  it  is  not  unreasonahlc  to

“  Family  religion  and  iloniestic  discijiline  af¬ 
forded  her  all  her  advantages.  Surely  a  riiolher’s 
pious  care  is  amply  repaid  by  such  a  result  as 
we  have  witnessed.  Wliiie  u  W(dl-tr.air\ed,  duti¬ 
ful,  pious  daughter  lives,  she  blesses  the  hearts 
that  felt  an  anxious  and  ever-watchful  interest  in 
her  welfare  ;  and  if  by  God’s  wise  providence, 
as  in  this  case,  she  i.s  removed,  how  great  is  the 
consolation  afforded  by  u  lemombrancc  of  her 
dutiful  aflection  and  yoiithfiil  piety!  Ah!  when 
parents  have  to  bniy  their  cliildren,  what  can 
support  them,  hut  itie  hope  that  these  objects 
of  their  dearest  love  are  gone  to  the  bosom  of 

their  Father  in  heaven  r - But  if  the  parent 

has  to  remember  the  scenes  of  gaiety  and  iolly 
into  wliich  the  t  iiild  was  led  ;  and  at  once  call 
to  mind  on  her  part  neglect  of  parental  duty, 
and  on  that  of  the  daughter’s  indifference,  to  re¬ 
ligion  and  ilevotlon  to  pleasure,  how  painful  how 
terrible  are  such  recollections!

Who  can  tell, 
then,  whether  the  Almighty  may  not  occasion- 
idlv  select  the  most  excellent  of  the  earth,  and 
the  most  useful  among  the  children  of  men,  to 
make  them  tnore  exctdlcnt  and  more  useful  in 
the  world  of  spirits  >  And  who  would  impugn 
the  wisdom  and  the  judgment  of  the  gardener, 
who  should  transplant  his  faii.'st  flowers  to 
richer  soil,  where  their  bloom  will  he  more  Iiix 
uriaiit  and  their  fr.agrancc  more  delightful  ? 

.\mong  the  many  arguments  wdiich  are  alleg 
cd  to  prove  the  immortality  of  the  soul,  there 
is  certainly  none,  whicli  is  more  directly  calcii 
luted  to  produce  conviction  on  a  mind  ol  any 
sensibility,  than  that  w  hich  arises  from  contem 
plating  the  decease  of  a  young  and  interesting 
person,  high  in  intellectual  endowments,  noble 
and  generous  in  feeling,  and  governed  hy  a  due 
sense  of  religious  considerations.  Let  ns  con 
ceive  the  fond  parent  thus  bereaved  ;  the  oh 
ject  of  his  hopes  thus  early  snatched  away  ;  the 
ripening  faculties  of  his  child’s  understanding, 
and  tlie  amiable  qualities  of  tlie  heart,  withered 
by  tlic  influence  of  death.  What  an  insult 
would  it  he  to  his  parental  alTection,  to  tell  him 
that  his  child  is  lost  FOB  F.VKU!  That  its 
mental  faculties  reach  no  higher  pcHection 
than  what  they  attain,  in  the  tew  and  short 
years  of  his  transitory  existence  here  ?  That 
its  moral  qualities  perish,  when  its  pulse  ceases 
to  vilirate  !  MTicre  would  he.  the  motive  to  ex¬ 
ertion,  if  this  were  true?  The  feelings  of  na¬ 
ture  are  at  variance  with  a  system,  so  cold  and 
lUtpalling.  Immoktalitv  is  entwined  about  the 
very  illires  of  the  heart,  and  man  must  cease  to 
1)0  humnu,  w  hen  he  can  rest  satisfied  without 
being  immortal.  It  is  this  blessed  hope,  with 
which  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  supplies  us, 
whieli  cna!)les  the  Christian  to  resign  his  ofi- 
spring,  at  the  call  of  the  great  Parent  of  the 
universe,  confident,  that  they  are  “  not  dead, 
but  sleep,”  and  that  the  Saviour  of  mankind 
will,  at  the  last  day,  awaken  them  to  the  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  a  glorious  eternity.  It  is  this,  which 


Interesting  death-bed  srenc  of  a  child  six 
years  old. 

The  sn!)ject  of  the  following  memoir  was  a 
child  only  six  years  of  age,  whose  mind,  by  the 
diligent  culture  of  a  fond  parent,  was  tinconi- 
nionly  ipatured.  His  sickness  was  of  a  lingering 
nature,  a  wasting  consumption  ;  but,  while  suf¬ 
fering  under  it,  he  exhibited  a  patience  and 
e(|uanimity  of  temper,  very  tincomnion  in  chil¬ 
dren  of  his  age.  During  his  sickness  he  iliscov- 
.•red  no  particular  anxiety,  until  the  day  of  Ills 
lealh,  on  Sa’ibath  evening,  w  hen  I  was  called  to 
lis  beilside  to  see  liim  expire.  1  there  beheld 
m  anxious  inquirer  alter  tiie  way  of  salvation. 
His  language  to  every  one  was,  “  Shall  i  be  hap¬ 
py  after  death  ^  tell  me,  my  F.ither,  is  it  so  ?”  T  he 
reply  of  the  Fatlier  w  as.  “  I  hope  so,  my  son.” 

‘  You  say  you  liope  so,  but  that  is  not  saying  it 
will  he  so.  I  a.n  not  satisfied  with  that  ;  give  me 
your  reason  for  tiiat  liope.”  “  Well,  iny  son,  yon 
luve  been  a  good,  obedient  child  ;  you  loved  to 
go  lo  church,  vou  loved  to  read  your  hible.” 
File  reply  was,  “Oh  !  you  little  read  niy  heart, 
or  you  would  not  say  so.  I  did  not  love  any  ot 
liese  things.  1  was  afraid  of  you,  or  1  should 
nev(  r  li  ive  done  tliein.”  This,  instead  of  coin- 
fortliig  him,  made  him  more  w  retched  than  ever ; 
and  he  observed  to  me  again,  after  his  Father 
left  tile  room,  that  he  knew  nothing  ot  his  wick¬ 
ed  heart,  or  he  would  never  have  told  him  th.at 
story.  I  then  asked  him  what  made  him  so  un¬ 
easy  respecting  himself.  He  said,  “  He  thought 
he  had  sinned  against  God  in  every  action  of  his 
life.”  In  this  state  he  remained  until  his  Father 
returned  from  church,  w  hen  he  desired  him  to 
pray  with  him.  “  H  it  first  let  me  prayr ;”  and  he 
repeated  the  Lord’s  prayer  in  a  most  inleresting 
manner.  He  then  desired  his  Father  to  prav. 
His  F.ather  asked  him,  “  What  shall  I  pray  for?” 

“  T'hat  1  may  he  happy  after  I  am  dead.”  Soon 
after  this,  his  Father  was  obliged  to  leave  him 
and  attend  aflernocn  service.  He  was  then 
throwing  himself  from  side  to  side,  in  the  ago¬ 
nies  of  dissolving  nature,  without  appearing  to 
feel  tliat  he  had  any  bodily  distress  about  him. 
He  savs  to  me.  “  Lie  ilown  on  the  bed  by  rne, 
and  liohl  me  still  ;  1  cannot  lie  still  one  moment 
mvself;  I  have  something  to  ask  you,  and  you 
must  answer  me.”  1  complied  with  his  re¬ 
quest.  He  tlien  said,  “  Yon  must  not  tell  me 
what  vou  believe.  Shall  I  be  happy  when  I 
have  done  breathing  ?— You  must  not  tell  me  as 
my  Father  did,  that  you  hope  so.  J  want  to  know 
whether  it  will  be  so.  Without  replying  to  his 
request,  I  asked,  “  What  part  of  the  hible  have 
I  you  read  ?  Did  vou  ever  rc.ad  the  interesting 
story  of  the  child  that  was  horn  in  Bethlehem, 
in  a  manger,  and  was  crucified  on  .Mount  Cal- 
warv  ?  T’o  this  he  listened  whh  anxious  atten¬ 
tion  ;  and  replied,  that  he  had  no  knowledge  of 
it  tliat  his  Father  had  never  taught  him  to  read 
the  New  Testament.”  “Well,  said  I,  John, 
this  is  the  Saviour  of  mankind.  He  came  into 
the  world  an  infant,  R'f'v  up  like  a  man,  and 
died  an  ignomious  death  to  sa\e  jnst  such  sin¬ 
ners  as  'you  and  I  ”  An  evident  difficulty 
seemed  to  occupy  his  mind.  ‘‘  How  shall  I, 
who  have  heard  of  this  Saviour  before  and  have 
hilt  one  moment  to  live,  obtain  him  r  I  told  him, 
“  Faitli  was  the  onlv  way.”  He  then  wanted  to 
know  what  faith  w.as.  I  explained  it.  He  look¬ 
ed  at  me  with  a  countenance  beaming  heavenly 
benignrtv,  and  a  manner  of  expression  not  to  be 
described—  “Oh!  1  am  sure  I  am  willing  to  be¬ 
lieve  !”  From  that  moment  light  appeared  to 
break  in  upon  his  soul— anxiety  was  removed, 
and  he  55eenied  to  look  upon  death  with  joy-  He 
was  much  delighted  to  hear  me  tell  lum  of  the 
Saviour  taking  children  in  his  arms,  blessing^ 


Heaven;  and  that  all  who  entered  Heaven 
must  be  as  a  little  child.  He  then  asked,  “  Why 
ha.s  not  my  Father  told  me  all  these  things  ?  he 
is  a  niiiiisier.  How  can  all  this  be  ?  and  why 
did  not  you  tell  me  before  !— What  if  1  had  died’, 
and  you  had  not  told  me  at  all  ?  Wh.at  would 
have  become  of  me  ?”  In  a  short  time  after  this, 
he  observed—**  I  see  by  the  watch  it  is  time  to 
take  my  medicine,  although  I  know  it  will  do 
me  no  good,  the  physician  cold  me  to  take  it, 
and  I  will  therefore  obey  him.  He  then  asked, 
“  Do  you  tliiiik  I  shall  live  longer  than  the  go¬ 
ing  down  of  the  sun  ?”  I  told  him  that  I  be- 
lieved  before  that  time  he  would  know’  the 
reality  of  all  I  had  told  him ;  and  trusted  he 
would  be  a  glorified  spirit  in  Heaven.  He  re- 
jilicd  with  confidence,  “  I  believe  Christ  3  my 
Saviour.”  .Much  was  it  wished  that  he  m  qht 
have  his  faculties  until  his  Father  returned,  that 
he  might  have  testified  to  him  respecting  tlje 
Saviour  ;  hut  God  saw  fit  to  order  it  otherwise  ; 
before  he  returned,  the  dear  child  was  speech¬ 
less,  though  not  senseles'^ ;  for  as  the  spirit  took 
its  flight,  he  looked  around  on  us  all,  and  died 
with  a  lieavenly  smile  imprinted  on  his  coun¬ 
tenance,  just  after  his  Father  returned  from 
church

It  exhibits,  in  a  very  forcible 
light,  the  degrading  superstition  of  tlie  natives, 
and  the  imjjortunce  of  obtaining  a  footing  in  that 
land  of  darkness  and  of  spiritual  death,  by  means 
of  the  Colonization  Society,  or  some  other  Insti¬ 
tution  ;  and  the  necessity  that  energetic  measures 
he  taken  lo  dispel  the  mental  and  moral  gloom 
in  which  it  is  involved,  a'ld  confer  on  it  the 
blessings  of  civilization  and  Christianity.  Ed.

SATUIlDxVY  SERMONS. 

No.  1. 

“  Luke  xii.  7.  Whosoever  shall  confess  me 
before  men,  him  shall  the  Son  of  Man  also  con¬ 
fess  before  the  angels  of  (God.” 

It  is  a  serious  consideration,  and  ought  to  be 
well  w'cighed  by  every  one  w  ho  hears  tlie  gos¬ 
pel,  that  the  sentence  of  everlasting  judgment 
at  the  great  day,  will  depend  upon  the  manner 
in  which  he  has  received  it.  The  Word  is 
juvached:  all  who  hear,  have  incurred  its  re 
sponsibilities ;  to  each  one  it  will  prove  either  u 
“  savour  of  life  unto  life,  or  of  death  unto  death.” 
Fearful  reflection  !  let  us  who  yet  have  time  tiir 
repentance,  and  are  invited  to  come  unto  God, 
by  Jesus  Christ ;  at  once  institute  the  inquiry, 

“  Have  1  confessed  Christ  Am  1  convinced  that 
there  is  no  other  name  given  under  heaven 
among  men,  whereby  1  can  be  saved  ?  If  so  he 
wi!l  confess  me.  If  not,  1  must  be  denied  of  the 
Lord, and  hear  that  dreadful  sentence;  “  Depart 
from  me,  ye  workers  of  iniquity.” 

In  the  text  a  duty  is  inculcated;  and  the 
maimer  in  which  it  is  to  be  performed,  sug¬ 
gested. 

The  duty  inculcated  is  to  confess  Christ :  or 
in  other  words,  to  acknow  ledge  him  to  be  our 
Lord,  and  ourselves  to  be  his  people.  But  wliat 
does  this  imply  ?  .\  due  estimate  of  his  character 
as  it  is  represented  m  Sacred  Scripture.  T'liat 
he  is  “  Immanuel,”  “  God  with  us.”  liod 
manifest  in  the  flesh.”  “  The  brightness  of  the 
F.ither’s  glory,  and  the  express  image  of  hi.s 
person.”  “  In  whom  dwellclh  the  fulness  of 
the  Godhead  bodily.”

an  Arab  Siiekh  came  vvitli  onr  camels.  We  liad 
engaged  Id,  and  were  to  i‘ay  six  ilollar.s  and  a 
half  for  each,  for  the  jonrney  from  Cairo  to  .laffa. 
Tonr  were  fuc  ourselves  and  servant,  one  for  onr 
guide  Mnstapha,  one  for  water,  one  for  provi¬ 
sions,  four  for  onr  irnnks  of  hooks  and  clothes, 
and  two  for  the  hooks  of  the  Ifihle  Society,  and 
the  Jews’  Society.  We  had  purchased  four  gout 
skins  and  four  leather  bottles,  in  which  to  carry 
onr  water. 

We  had  hoped  to  find  a  caravan  going  through 
the  desert,  but  finding  it  not  likelv  that  one 
vvmild  go  for  some  weeks,  we  prepared  to  set  out 
alone. 

At  9  o’clock  vve  took  leave  of  .Mr.  S:ilt  and  his 
familv,  and  rode  out  of  town  ;  and  after  arrang¬ 
ing  onr  h;iggage,  comiiieiu  ed  onr  journey  at  ten 
in  I'l'gnlar  order  for  Syria.  .\s  we  started,  a  'furk- 
ls!i  Dervish  and  two  or  three  others  joineil  our 
caravan.  We  passed  a  little  way  from  .Matarieh, 
an  1 -tVc  ohel'.sk  of  On  or  lleriopolis.  I’ill  one 
o'clock  vve  rode  in  the  edge  of  the  wilderness, 
with  its  immense  extent  .stietchmg  away  to  the 
right,  and  the  fertile  jilaiiis  of  the  Nile  to  the  left. 
.\t  one  onr  road  led  ns  into  the  fields,  lint  stdl 
near  the  desert  At  nearly  -1  o’clock,  after  riding 


pose  of  stopping  travellers  who  were  destitute 
of  passports.] 

Far  oil’  on  our  right  hand  we  saw'  a  range  of 
mountains.  Onr  course  in  the  morning  was  ncar- 
Iv  L.  afterwards  it  varied  to  nearly  N.  Our  road 
hitherto  has  been  alternately  loose  moveable  sand 
and  hard  sand  mixed  with  gravel.

After  some  refrcslimcnt,  we  took  a  I’ersian

with  him  on  his  blanket  spread  on  the  sand,  with 
the  sun  heating  on  onr  heads,  and  then  showed 
him  our  hooks.  He  reads  well  in  I’ersian  and 
Arabic.  Of  the  other  Dervishes  not  one  knows 
liow  to  road.  While  vve  were  reading  vvitli  him, 


First  came  10  or  12  armed  with  swords  and 
niatchlock.s.  1'nelr  dress  was  merely  a  turban 
on  the  head  and  a  piece  of  cloth  tied  round  the 
waist.  They  met  our  guide  and  camei  drivers, 
took  each  other’s  hands,  kis.s(d,  and  liad  all  the 
appearance  of  friends.

IVediiesday  9.  Hilbes  being  the  last  village 
betiire  crossing  the  desert,  our  attendants  were 
eirjdovcd  in  getting-  things  for  themselves  ami 
their  beasts,  and  we  did  not  set  otl'  till  half  past 
nine.  Several  Turks,  Arabs  and  .Vrnienians  here 
joined  our  earavau.  Aiicr  enleriiig'  tlie  desert, 
we  eoniited  tlie  pei'soiis  lieloiiguig  to  tlie  cara¬ 
van,  and  touml  the  whole  number  71,  witli  41 
camels,  57  asses,  one  mule,  and  one  horse.  Seve- 
ral  of  the  camels  are  loiided  with  merchandize, 
and  most  of  llic  camel  drivers  pertorni  the  whole 
jonnicv  on  toot.

two  clinrchcs.  <)ne  priest  is  from  (irecce,  .and 
know  s  Greek  ;  the  rest  understand  only  I'nrkish, 
though  they  jierf  trin  their  service  in  Greek,  re¬ 
peating  the  vvoials  jiarrot-like  vvithont  understand¬ 
ing  them. 

[>’  essrs.  Fisk  and  King,  represent  the  .Arabs  as  j 
e'vceeilingly  jiref.nie  in  respect  to  the  Divine 
Name,  using  it  w ith  very  little  reverenec  and 
continually  invoking  it  in  confirmation  of  trifles 
and  falsehoods. 

[  I'hev  now  began  to  witness  some  cultivated 
fieVis,  and  a  degree  of  verdure,  for  which  the 
s.andy  hills  ('f  the  desert  were  gratefully  exchang¬ 
ed.  Aliont  tlie  middle  of  the  next  day,  whicli 
was  Triday,  and  the  twelfth  since  leaving  Cairo, 
they  had  a  shower  of  rain.  Soon  after  they 
crossed  tlie  valley  of  Zaaka.l

Af:er  riding  nine  hours  ami  a  half,  we  pitched  I 
onr  tent  ;tt  Hnr  Kl  Khoor,  a  large  jilaiii  covered  ! 
with  graS'.  a:id  shrubs,  on  vvliicli  several  large 
thicks  of  siieep  and  goats  were  feeding,  nn.ler 
the  direction  of  .\rah  shejiherds  and  shepherd- 
esse.s.  M'e  w  alked  up  to  the  top  of  a  s.tml  hill 
near  oiir  tent,  v.  here  vve  h.ad  a  ilelightfiil  view  ot 
tlie  jilain.  .After  being  so  long  in  tlie  vviderne>s 
this  view  was  indeed  cheering.  M’e  liave  now  j 
just  left  tlie  dominions  ot  Mahomme  I  Ah  I’aslia,  j 
and  entered  ir.  >  lern  Syria.  W’hetlier  vve  are 
yet  vvitiiin  the  1.  nils  of  ancient  I’.destine  or  not 
vve  do  not  know  The  valley  ot  Z.iaka  is  no 
doubt  a  torrent  in  tlie  rainv  season.  Tossihlv 
(his  is  the  river  of  Egypt.  See  Gen.  \r.  18,  ;ni.l 
•losh.  XV.  4.  If  so,  vve  arc  ahe.ady  in  the  jiromis- 
ed  land.  M'hile  in  the  desert,  we  have  touml 


hands  of  Ara!)  free-hooters,  so  as  to  he  obliged 
to  li'.ivel  on  the  Lord’s  city.  Gaza  is  the  city 
w  hose  g.vtes  Samjisnn  carried  away,  :»ml  where 
he  slew  d.O'J  Fhihstincs  at  his  de-itli.  M'e  liad 
no  very  good  oppoitniiity  to  jml.go  of  the  po- 
imlatioii  of  tlie  place,  but  jirolniidy  the  estima¬ 
tion,  given  hv  geographers,  ot  5J0b,  is  not  tar 
from  the  truth,  alussnlmaiis  never  take  .a  census, 
unless  it  he  an  enumeration  of  the  lunses  in 
order  to  tax  them.  The  city  stands  on  a  little 
elevation.  'Tlic  houses  are  all  built  of  stone, 
hilt  make  a  very  mean  ajipearance.  'Ttie 
scenerv  around  is  hcantifnl. 

[.At(  'i.i/.a  they  found  a  number  of  Greeks,  and 
a  Greek  jiriest,  to  whom  tliey  g  ive  li  copies 
of  the  scriptures,  ami  sold  25.  Hut  one  present 
knew  the  Greek  kmgiiage,  ami  to  him  tliey 
gave  H  'Tcs'ainent.  'Tlie  jiiits;  said,  that  tlie 
church  had  been  hnill  t'.v\  lve  ceiitnries.  'They 
left  (i.xz.i  on  tlie  t'oreiioj.i  of  .Moiulav,  April  \ 
21st.] 

M’e  crossed  a  bridge  over  the  bed  of  a  small 
river,  now  dry  ;  and  tlien  passed  thro  igh  groves 
of  olives,  ami  fields  of  gras;,  wheat,  barley,  an  1 
tobacco.  'I’iie  plains  were  agreeably  diversified  i 
bv  gentle  elev-;Uions  and  s  nail  valleys.  Five 
liours  ami  a  half  from  Ga/a,  vve  saw  on  onr  left, 
the  village  of  .Miidiil,  near  the  ruins  of  the  a  i 
cient  .Askelon,  vvlixli  is  now  nn’.iihabitcd.  Such 
at  least  is  the  infonnatioii  given  ns  by  the  Arabs. 
After  riding  eiglit  lionrs  and  a  half,  vve  jiitclied 
onr  tent  near  t!ie  village  Lsdood,  vvliich,  I'ro.ii 
its  sltnaiioii,  ami  from  tlie  s..ni!arilv  of  the  name, 
we  jiresunie  to  be  the  ancient  .Aslido  1.  It  con- 
sits  of  lU'J  or  1  5J  of  what  the  peojile  call 
liouses,  mis. Table  cabins  an. I  holes,  b'oill  of 
stone,  covered  with  hranclies  of  trees,  and  roo's, 
ami  these  again  with  earth,  so  that  vegetation 
ajipeurs  every  where  on  the  tops  of  tliem.  'Tne 
place  IS  iiiliabiied  vvh.illy  by  .Mnssnimans. 

Tnoidan  22.  In  riding  tii’.'ongli  the  ancient 
country  of  the  IMiihstmes,  vve  have  seen  at  a 
.lis  anec  to  the  east,  a  range  ot  high  inount.iins 
The  country  around  ns  w.;s  green  am!  t  eautifui, 
and  the  soil  was  of  a  good  colour,  vvliich  might, 
ncj  doobt,  be  made  very  productive  by  proper 
eiiltiv.itio.i.  M’e  saw  few  villages,  and  these  few 
are  small.  There  ;.re  no  scattered  houses.  Tlu- 
|)o;mlation  ajjpears  not  to  be  great. 

.Jaffa. — [In  ten  hours  and  a  lealf  ride  after 
leaving  Esdood,  they  arrived  al.latia;  and,  wor  : 
being  sent  to  Mr.  D  unlani,  the  English  con¬ 
sul,  ills  Dragoman  came  to  jirocnre  them  ad¬ 
mittance  into  the  city.  They  took  lodgings  i:. 
the  cou-snl’s  house,  whicli  stands  by  the  seiv-side  , 
and,  as  is  supposed,  at,  or  very  near  the  placi-. 
where  Simon  the  tanner  lived,  ami  the  Ajios- 
tle  Peter  was  lodged.  .At  Evening  the  table 
was  served  by  a  man  of  lireek  origin,  who  was 
liJO  vears  old,  and  h;id  been  8j  years  a  servant 
in  the  family  of  .Mr.  Dainiani  ami  his  father. 

On  tlio  2Uh  they  left  Jati'a  on  mules  and 
asses,  ami  after  a  rule  of  four  imurs,  anived  at 
Hama,  or  K.imla,  the  .A  iinathe.i  ('f  tlie  Scriji- 
tnres,  where  they  took  lodgings  tor  tlie  night 
in  an  Aniieiiiaii  convent.

Cherokees  of  the  Arkansaw,  is  in  a  prosperous 
state.  The  family  of  tiie  mis.si()n  has  been 
more  healthy  than  in  jireccding  vears.  'I'b). 
privileges  of  instnictloii  and  of  the  f'mnilv  are 
iio'.v  extended  to  sixty  promising  cliildreii.  Th™ 
confidence  of  the  natives  is  rapidly  increa.sing 
towards  the  comlnctors  of  thii  e.stabhshinent^ 
and  were  the  necessary  men  ami  means  at  com! 
maml,  the  salutary  operations  of  llv-  institution 
might  be  widely  spread  abroad.  “  Never,”  .s?y  the 
missionaries,  “  vve’-e  people  more  ready  to  hear 
an  I  perhaps  never  were  people  nneii’lighteneti 
more  desirous  to  kr.o'.v  something  of  the  gos. 
jiel,  than  these.”  A  remarkable  ins'ance  has 
occurred  in  tlie  vicinity  of  Dwight,  of  a  con- 
sclentions  observance  ol’ tlie  Sabbath,  in  a  half-  >- 
breed  C.berokee.  Contrary  to  the  custom  t 
there,  he  shuts  up  his  large  store  on  th.at  day 
and  refuses  1 1  t.-ade.  On  the  fourth  Sabbath  in  1 
Sejit ember  la.->t,  he.  atteiide  l  pniilic  worship  at  ’ 
1) Wight,  with  his  w  ife  and  children,  and  sevenl 
domestics.  On  the  morning  of  th.it  day,  a  ' 
mmilier  of  .applications  were  made  to  him  to 
trade;  hut  he  utterly  refused,  emphafically  as.  t 
s  iring  the  applicants,  t.hat  if  they  wished  to  irad-,  I 
they  ;a./st  come  on  n  meek  day.  “  'This  course  1 
is  the  iiKire  remarkable,  as  it  is  almost  if  not  al-  I 
t(jgtther  unprecedented  liv  white  men  or  J 
others  m  the  territory,  and  in  all  the  westen  1 
contitry .”  I'lie  school  here  is  well  attended;  « 
and  in  a  late  vac.ilion,  so  anxious  were  the  J 
children  to  return,  that  they  complained  in 
some  instances  lliat  the  vuculion  was  so  long.  ’J'

Near  Shonhi't  h  w  e  met  a  crowd  in  the  street 
composed  prineipullv  of  women  and  children  fol- 
lowing  some  soldiers,  uho  were  leading  along  a 
number  of  Arabs  vyilh  their  liands  boiiiid.  'The 
women  w  ere  weeping.  a;ul  shrickin...,,  and  crviie’', 
“My  liver,  my  hverl  e  loniid,  on  iiujnii  \ , 
that  the  yoniu;  men  liad  been  pressed  ;4s  soldiers 
by  order  of  government.  '11, e  jirocess  is  this.- 
(lovernment  sends  out  men  to  the  villa'res  with 
orders  to  return  v.  idi  .i  certain  number  of  soldiers. 

I  hev  go  and  sei.’.e  the  first  jiromisiiig  yonirg  men 
thev  can  find.  One  young  man  had  fainled,  and 
;in  old  man  v,*a.s  i  ally  ing  him  ofl’,  foliowed  bv  wo¬ 
men  who  ixTil  tlie  a.i  with  tlieir  ene.s.  M’e  liad 
bcareely  left  tin;,  crow.l  l  efore  wc  met  a  man 
carrying  a  corpse  on  a  midc,  prob.ibly  to  bnrv  it. 
It  vvas  merely  wrajipcd  up  in  ;i  mat  of  reeds, 
'ihe  whole  vvas  a  piteous  and  ;.n'eeting  scene. 

.lpril2.  Ma«le’  a  visT  to  the  Evvir'’Heshir’ at 
h.s  retreat  on  the  banks  of  ilm  Nile  above  old 
f  aim.  He  has  with  him  a  number  of  attendants 
and  soldiers  from  Mount  l.ebanon.  Druses  and 
Mn-onites.  Me  incurred,  some  time  since,  the 
d'.>;ple:isnrc  of  the  Porte,  and  an  order  vvas  sent 
or  lus  head.

At 
sun  set  tliey  are  as-.eiithled  a'al  made  to  he  down 
around  the  eiu-ainpineiit.  A  esterdav  afternoon 
four  of  them  wliieh  earriid  niereln'.iulise  for  an 
.Armenian,  went  oil  and  could  not  be  found. 
'Two  or  three  men  were  desjiatclicd  in  searcli  of 
them.  I'his  morning  they  were  not  foniid,  and 
we  urrangeil  o',ir  baggage  so  as  to  give  tlie  Ar- 
iiieman  one  of  ours.
